The commissioners decided to in­ 
stall a central heating plant, which, 
with the plumbing, will cost $14,061. 
Lane-Pike Company, of Lafayette, 
secured the contract. With this plant 
the court house, jail and poor farm 
will be heated. 
The wiring contract was awarded 
to Hatfield Electrical Company, of In­ 
dianapolis, whose bid was $936. There 
were also a number of bidders on this 
contract. 
„The total cost of the improvement 
will be $78,687, or over $29,000 more 
than was first appropriated by the 
county council. 
At a meeting this morning of the 
county council, an additional $20,000 
was appropriated for the improve­ 
ment. 
This amount will be used for 
the construction of the central heat­ 
ing plant and plumbing.

The report just issued by H. E. 
Barnard, state food and Drug Com­ 
missioner, show some very interest­ 
ing facts. 
During the month, according to the 
report, inspectors visited 1.127 places. 
Only 31 of this number were classed 
as being in excellent condition. There 
were 659 good, 354 fair, 64 poor and 
19 bad. 
Twenty-five dairies were in­ 
spected. and 11 were classed as bad, 
1 poor, 8 fair and 5 good. 
Of the 
dairies Mr. Barnard says: 
“ 1 his unsatisfactory showing is 
deplorable. 
During the month when 
the inspections were made the cows 
were on grass, and sanitary condit­ 
ions at the dairies should have been at 
their best. 
Sixteen of the dairies 
were condemned. 
Six were so un­ 
satisfactory that they were closed." 
Conditions in grocery stores were 
generally good. 
Only two of the 150 
hotels inspected were classed as ex­ 
cellent. 
Sixty-five were classed as 
good, sixty-nine fair, thirteen poor 
and one bad. 
The inspectors visited 
140 
bakeries 
and 
confectioneries. 
Seven bakeries were condemned be­ 
cause of unsanitary conditions, and 
two 
were 
ordered 
closed. 
Drug 
store conditions were good. 
During the month thirty-seven con­ 
demnation notices were sent to owners 
of food producing or distributing es­ 
tablishments, because of unsanitary 
conditions.
